increasing, already there is a notice­ 
able scarcity of certain 
articles and 
the price of fresh meat has been ad­ 
vanced by the dealers. The newsprint 
paper supply is 
running short 
and 
newspapers are curtailing. 
An embargo on freight 
shipment* 
on the Baltimore and Ohio 
east of 
Cumberland and an embargo on all 
kinds 
of 
incoming 
and 
outgoing 
freight shipments, 
except food 
and 
coal for hospitals and 
public 
utili­ 
ties is in effect on the Pennsylvania 
lines. 
That the strike is not against the 
railroads 
but against 
the 
railroad 
labor board 
is emphasized 
by the 
strike leaders and union 
executives.

point. 
England, who has numerous colonies 
and is continually 
looking 
out 
for 
smaller nations* wellfare, doesn’t do 
that. 
They usually manage 
to keep 
strings on them somehow, 
for com­ 
mercial reasons, at least. 
Third, is 
the 
inventions! 
spirit. 
The foreign 
countries devote most of their 
time 
to 
inventing 
death 
dealing 
mech­ 
anisms while United States puts her 
inventive ability into the 
uplift 
of 
mankind by making useful articles.' 
Fourth, the American has the 
spirit 
of doing th** right thing. 
From the 
start America stood for the economic 
betterment of the immigrants. 
Tracing 
the 
growth 
of 
Ameri­ 
canism the speaker continued: 
“In 
1776 
the 
Americans 
would 
rather lay down their lives than lose 
their 
principles 
of 
freed <ftr» 
and 
liberty. 
In 1805 they realised them­ 
selves a grown country and instead 
of trifling with Tripoli as did Eng­ 
land ami France they fought her and

C OURT AIDS SOLDIER 


Names Guardian For Willis 
Lauver, 
Shell Shocked Arendtsville Boy. 


In an effort to 
help an American 
soldier obtain needed 
cornpensation 
from the Unites! States government, 
the Adams county court this morning 
appointed 
the Citizens Trust 
Com­ 
pany guardian of 
Willis I). Louver, 
of Arendtsville, who is now an in­ 
mate of the Public 
Health 
Service 
Hospital at Hoboken. 
Petition for a guardian 
was 
pre­ 
viously presented by J . Hersh Lauver 
and the court directed 
the Citizens 
Trust Company 
“ to apply for 
and 
receive all compensation 
from 
the 
United States government 
to which 
Willis D. Lauver is entitled.” 
Lauver, 
who was formerly a first 
class private 
in the army, 
served 
overseas and became 
shell shocked. 
As a result his mental efficiency be­ 
came impaired, necessitating his con­ 
finement in the hospital at Hoboken, 
New Jersey, on November 
16, ID ID, 
where he has 
remained 
until 
the 
present time. 
Citizens Trust Company gave bond 
in the sum of $1,000. 
During the 
morning 
session 
no 
hearings were held before the court 
as the time was taken up altogether 
with the confirming of accounts.

men were killed aud several negroes, 
including a colored policeman, were 
wounded last night 
in a riot 
in the 
heart of the South Side “black belt,” 
following the reported burning of an 
American flag by a band of negroes 
who are said to have paraded in tho 
interests 
of 
a 
“Back 
to 
Africa” 
movement. 
The dead are: 
R. L. Rose (white), a sailor. 
Joseph Hoyt (white), a cigar deal­ 
er. 
Rose was shot through the 
heart, 
dying instantly. 
Hoyt’a head was split 
across 
the 
brow, leading the police at hist to 
believe he had l>een killed by a blow i 
from an axe. 
Later 
investigation,; 
however, brought the conclusion that I 
his skull had been split 
by a durn-1 
durn bullet. 
Joseph 
P. Owens, cd -; 
ored 
policeman, 
was 
among 
the 
wounded. 
Scene of Former Riot 
The trouble occurred 
at 
Thirty- 
fifth street and Indiana avenue, near 
tho Jeene of last year's race not, in 
which more than 30 xvhites and blacks 
were killed and hundreds injured. 
Several hundred 
policeman 
wen? 
rushed to the district and 
succeededj 
in restoring order before 
the dis-1 
turbance spread.

sand negroes gathered, but no general! 
riot occurred. 
Several negroes who witnessed the' 
flag burning ran

nue and asked aid of persons in the 
place in preventing the act. 
Rose, who was in the poolroom, aud

state of Pennsylvania. 
The boys will 
plant “memorial trees” at Gettysburg 
in memory of 
some great statesman 
or soldier and at Harrisburg in mem­ 
ory of General Frederick 
H artranft 
and “ Uncle John” Brashear. 
The American Forestry Association 
in Washington has become interested 
in the hike and will furnish literature 
which 
the hikers 
will distribute 
to 
farmers 
aud to 
the people in 
the 
cities, urging forest conservation and 
telling of the value of trees. 
Several automobiles will carry the 
packs and baggage and the boys will 
ride 
to 
Gettysburg the 
first 
day, 
camping in the “ Y” that night.
